The Parsce, then, is still the prominent person in this 
most deplorable business ; and to him the people must look 
fur pulling an end to it, and for administering a balw to 
those wounds in the publie feeling and example, which he 
has helped to inflict. His path is exceedingly straight before 
him, if he would but have the courage to enter it. He 
has nothing to do but to make one fair movement of con- 
ciliation, and stretch out his hand to his wife; and every 
budy has mistaken her disposition if she does not meet it 
like a gencrous woman aod the mother of his child.— 
Vrith the footing of their domestic intercourse nobody 
would presume to interfere, All that the public desire 
is, that the worst of examples shall not be set them ; 
and though this is the very least, in our opinion, which 
his Royal Highness ought to do for them, yet such (in spite 
of what their foolish calumniators say of them) is the 
natural attachment of a people to their Prince, and so 
strongly are they inclined to view his actions wilh faveur 
and tenderness, so long as he does not absulutely defy 
their good opinion, that we are persuaded they would re- 
gard his justice as generosity, and lift up their voices ac- 
cordingly. It is true, he would acknowledge himself to 
have been in the wrong, and something might strike him 
that he could not well affurd to do so; but if he hasa 
particle of dignified good sense remaining afler all the 
efforts of his flatterers to build him ap with their own 
snaterials, he will discover that this gort of consciousness 
is the merest faise shame, and that, on the contrary, to 
make such an acknowledgement when it secms most to ruin 
us, is, in fact, to renew the riches of one’s character, aad 
prove to the world that we are still valuable at bottom.
